monopoly is for three years, and the rental 
140,000 per annum, this amount to be 
paid in six instalments for each of the 
three years, Any chop wishing to prepare 
or sell opium will have to apply to the 
committee for a license, and will be 
required to pay about six cents on every 
tael weight of raw opium they prepare 
and sell, ‘The license is to be renewed 
‘every year.’ Several conditions are 
imposed upon the holders of the licenses, 
apparently with the object of preventing 
the .opium shops. from becoming the 
resorta of smokers or bad characters, and 
restricting the. consumption of the drug 
to the ‘houses of the purchasers, The 
Committees is empowered to. arrest; un- 
licensed sellers or preparers of the drug," 
and to confiscate their property. If the 
regulations laid down are rigidly enforced 
it is but reasonable to conclude thit the 
drug will be raised in price, and that the 
evil of opium smoking will be very con+ 
siderably abated, . For ‘this reason, we. 
presume, the eatablishment of the mono- 
poly, providing the regulations attached 
to it are carried out in a proper manner, 
should be regarded with favour,

there is no ice at hand, keep a cold oloth on 
the head, aud puur culd water on it’ as woll’ 
a9 on the body.” As sudstroke is now so 
common an affection, docturs, if they cannot 
agtes as to the proper troatment, should 
devote their energies to prevention ‘rather 
than to oure. ‘here cannut-be a doubt that 
aunstroke might in moat cusea, if not in all, 
be avvided. by a few simple and reasonable 
preceutions.——Pall atl Gazette, .
